All semblance 
of celebration was “verboten te 
a public mourning its futile dead 
in the disaster of Stalingrad: its 
brothers killed on the Voronezh 
front; its comrades who have 
cried “Kamerad” to the aveng- 
ing Russian armies. 

But the Royal Air Force did not 
fail to celebrate this historic occa- 
sion, Its bombers were over Berlin 
in broad daylight before the gross 
and grossly bemedalled chief of 
the Luftwaffe rose to speak in the 
Fuehrer’s place. All of them re- 
turned safely. 

And Field - Marshal Hermann 
Goering, impotent in his fury 
could only console his disciplined 
audience with the vain promise 
that one day—when the immense 
pressure on Germany's far-flung 
battlefronts has eased—he will re- 
member this insult and repay!

“ One thousand years ago on a 
narrow pass in Greece a great and 
valiant leader, Leonidas, stood with 
300 Spartans against enormous 
odds. The sun was darkened bv 
the arrows of the enemy. But, 
in spite of their hopeless situa- 


tion, these Spartan members of 
the Nordic race held out.” 

That is marvellous! It is a com- 
parison of superb impudence— 
coming, as it does, from one of 
the callous scoundrels whose tanks 
and dive bombers broke the 
power, but could not break the 
gallant spirit, of Sparta’s true 
descendants—our brave Greek 
Allies! 

Were there space to do so, one 


could go on quoting passage after 
passage of Goering’s speech, and 
every one of them a gem of 
hypocrisy or frightened bluff. 

But the essence of it all was 
this: That Hitler’s Third Reich 
stands in mortal peril; that the 
time has come for every German 
capable of bearing arms to hurry 
to the front and count himself 
“damned lucky ” if he does not die 
there for the Nazi Fatherland, and 
that the alternative which all 
German men and women must 
face is victory or cxtermination. 

At frequent intervals in this 
grotesque and confused oration, 
Goering invoked the aid of the 
Almighty and besought the inter- 
venticn on his behalf of that 
Supreme Being whom Hitler has 
impiously sought to depose!

These are important. To begin 
with, the two Chiefs of State with 
their military and technical ad- 
visers surveyed the entire field of 
the world war, theatre by theatre, 
and reached complete agreement 
upon their plans for this year’s 
campaign. 

Nobody could expect them to 
tell the enemy what these plans 
are and, therefore, they could not 
tell us. 

But they did say thet they real- 
ise to the full “the enormous 
weight of the war which Russia 
is successfully bearing along her 
whole land front ” and that their 
prime object is to relieve the pres- 
sure on the Russian armies “ by 
engaging the enemy as heavily as 
possible at the best selected 
points.” 

If that does not mean the early 
opening of a Second Front in 
Europe—or of severai new fronts, 
for that matter—then the writer 
is baffled to guess what on earth 
it can mean. 

And it is good to know that 
Stalin has been kept fully in- 
formed of all the military pro- 
posals which were discussed. We 
can confidently assume that they 
have his approval.

As they passed the boy pointed 
at them and cried: “ Daddy, look 
at those funny men!” 

The ‘funny men” heard the 
remark and thought that the man 
had taught the boy to make fun 
of them. They immediately sct 


in empty halls where only two or 


three quislings gather to hear 
their “leader” talk about the 
“new order.” 

Mother sat down later in the 


evening and wrote a letter to a 
sister who had escaped to Eng- 
land. There are ways and means 
of getting such @ letter out of the 
country and she did not worry on 
that account. 

In it she told the tale of life in 
Oslo and finished with: “It is 
frightening never to know when 
the Gestapo might knock on my 
door and ruthlessly uproot my 
family, to feel that we are at the 
mercy of these evil and sinister 
terrorists. 

“However, it is reassuring to 
know that in spite of—or because 
of—all this, Norway becomes 
stronger and more united every 
day, week, and month that passes, 
and that the day when we can 
again live as free people is draw- 
ing nearer.”
